TALKED WITH WIFE

Caraway was engaged in a happy 
conversation with his wife in the 
hospital room. Mrs. Caraway left 
the room for a few minutes. The 
senator complained of acute pains 
and a nurse summoned Mrs. Cara- 
way. She returned to find her 
husband bad died. 
Funeral plans were being made 


today by the family. Besides the 
widow Senator 
Caraway is sur- 


vived by three sons, Lt. Paul Car- 
away, U. S. A., stationed at Wash- 
ington, D. C; Lieut. Forrest Car- 
away, U. S. A., stationed at Fort 
Washington, Md., and Robert Car- 
away, a student in Washington. 


The senator during his long ca- 


reer in Washington had come to
